Alexieff and His Follower* in High 
Imparial Favor. 
8L Petersburg, Oct. 
6.—A 
great 
deal of uncertainty exists concerning 
momentous changes with which the 
tongues of everybody have been busy 
in St. Petersburg ever since the for­ 
mal announcement of the formation 
of a second Manchurian army. 
The 
delay in the announcement of a com- 
mander-in-chief 
of 
the 
Manchurian 
armies, which has been dally expect­ 
ed, is now said to be due to Emperor 
Nicholas’ Intention to wait until Vice­ 
roy Alexieff shall have started for St. 
Petersburg. 
The viceroy’s return In 
a very short time is everywhere taken 
for granted and receives credence in 
the highest circles; but concerning the 
exact status he will occupy, there Is 
great divergence of opinion. 
In the 
best informed quarters the belief is 
expressed that Alexieff’s return does 
not moan his effacement, but that on 
the contrary the emperor will take oc­ 
casion to bestow upon him unmistaka­ 
ble marks of his royal favor. 
His 
friends assert that he will become the 
emperor’s adviser, not only on far 
Eastern affairs, but on all questions 
of foreign policy. 
Count Lamsdorff’s 
administration of Russian foreign af­ 
fairs was the subject of persistent crit­ 
icism by a certain party, called the 
war party, before the war, and his 
recent successful efforts to secure 
concessions in the matter of the rec­ 
ognition of the rights of neutral com­ 
merce were obtained against some ob­ 
stinately hostile and powerful influ­ 
ences. 
Consequently 
Count 
Lams­ 
dorff’s enemies freely predict that 
Alexieff will control the foreign of­ 
fice actually if not nominally. 
The 
friends of Count Lamadorff, however, 
treat these reports as inventions of 
his ill-wishers. 
Nevertheless, the re­ 
turn to St. Petersburg of M. Bezobra- 
eoff. who was secretary of the far 
Eastern committee before the war, 
simultaneously with Alexieff’s return, 
may be fraught with great significance 
and may foreshadow the complete re­ 
turn to Imperial favor of the Influences 
in oontrol before the war. As a mat* 
ter of fact, however, those usually 
bsst informed admit that they are at 
sea as to what is actually Impending, 
and In the absence of real authorlta 
tlve information much of this talk may 
ba merely irresponsible gossip.

Boston, Oct. 6.—Resolutions intend­ 
ed to bring about, if possible, an end 
to

Russo-Japanese 
war 
were 
adopted at the meeting of the Inter­ 
national 
Peace Congress. 
By the 
terms of these resolutions the con­ 
gress will address an appeal to the 
emperors of Russia and Japan to ter­ 
minate the struggle, and each of the 
powers signatory to The Hague con­ 
vention will be formally requested to 
press upon Russia and Japan the im­ 
portance of putting an end to the pres­ 
ent war. 
It was also voted that the resolu­ 
tions referring to friendly interven­ 
tion by the powers be presented to 
President Rooseve.t by 
of the congress. 
The resolutions were 
a lengthy discussion in 
of the most prominent 
gates participated. 
During the dis­ 
cussion Delegate William R. Cremer 
of England took occasion, while favor­ 
ing the declarations, to characterize 
the treaty between England and Japan 
as a blunder, and to charge that this 
treaty doubtless hrd much to do In 
bringing on the Russo-Japanese war. 
Thereupon Great Britain’s policy of 
being a party to the treaty was vig­ 
orously defended by C ! mel Bryce 
Jones.

Tho deliberative pr )ceedlngs of the 
day took on an added interest from 
the fact that a leading Hindoo, Baba 
Bharati, was introduced to speak as 
the 
representative of his country. 
The most intense applause that has 
been evoked thus far during the con­

Hindoo, who, 
dressed in the costume of his people, 
delivered a passionate speech in ex­ 
cellent English, denouncing on the one 
hand the attem pt of Christianity to 
thrust Christianity upon India as its 
religion, and the policy of the English 
people of India invading Tibet.
